GENERAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

The  District  covers  an  area  of  94,969  acres,  approximately  148  square 
miles,  comprising  17  parishes  and  has  a  progressively  rising  population, 
which  has  now  reached  57,510. 

It  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  River  Test  and  the  Southampton  Water, 
on  the  South  by  the  Solent  and  the  Lymington  Borough,  on  the  West  by  the 
Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District  Council  and  on  the  North  try  the 
Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  District  Council.  The  unique  and  predomin¬ 
ating  feature  of  the  District  is,  of  course,  the  ancient  Crown  Forest,  a 
region  of  exceptional  natural  beauty  and  a  home  of  ancient  rights  and 
privileges.  The  area  within  the  perambulation  of  the  Forest  is  some 
92,000  acres,  of  which  the  larger  portion  lies  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  Rural  District.  The  principal  industries  in  the  Forest  are,  naturally, 
forestry  and  agriculture,  whilst  the  areas  outside  the  perambulation  of  the 
Forest,  the  waterside  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Eling,  Dibden,  Marchwood  and 
Fawley  are  mainly  industrial,  including  timber  works,  small  shipbuilding 
yards,  tar  distilleries,  the  wellknown  Esso  Oil  Refinery,  the  Central  Elect¬ 
ricity  Authority  Power  Station  at  Marchwood  and  other  light  industries . 

In  these  parishes  industrial  development  continues  to  increase  and  they 
contain  the  larger  centres  of  population,  equivalent  to  approximately  63$  of 
the  total  population  of  the  District. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  mainly  made  up  of  plateau 
gravel  and  sandy  marly  clays.

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There  were  210  fine  days  and  155  wet  ones  compared  with  154  and 
212  in  I960.  March  had  the  most  dry  ones  (27)  and  October  most  wet  (19) . 

July  1st  was  the  hottest  day  of  the  year,  the  temperature  soaring  to 
87.5  degrees  (hottest  for  nine  years).  Best  in  I960  was  81  degrees. 

Coldest  day  was  shared  between  Christmas  Eve  and  New  YearJs  Eve.  On 
both  days  the  maximum  temperature  did  not  rise  above  freezing  point  (32 
degrees).  Chilliest  night?  The  last  one  of  the  year  when  the  air  and 
ground  minima  were  the  same  -  17  degrees.  On  December  27th  the  grass 
reading  was  16  degrees,  but  the  air  temperature  was  20. 

June  put  up  the  two  sunniest  days  -  15^  hours  on  the  28th  and  29th.

Increase  of  Population  : 

The  estimated  population  given  by  the  Registrar  General  shows  an 
increase  of  2,430.  The  births  registered  during  the  year  exceed  the  deaths 
registered  by  525  representing,  therefore,  an  immigrant  increase  of  1,905. 
The  corresponding  increase  for  I960  was  1,436.

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  cancer  was  112  -  59  males  and 
53  females,  of  which  22  (19  males  and  3  females)  were  due  to  cancer  of 
the  lung  or  bronchus  -  19.6%  of  all  cancer  deaths.  (The  total  number 
of  deaths  attributed  to  cancer  includes  also  2  cases  of  leukaemia,  both 
males) .

Health  Acts  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  devote  the  whole  of  their  time 
to  their  duties. 

Laboratory  Facilities  : 

For  chemical  examinations,  at  the  Southampton  Corporation  Laboratory 
and  bacteriological  examinations  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Win¬ 
chester  and  Southampton.  A  fee  is  charged  by  the  Southampton  Corporation. 
The  Public  Health  Laboratories  Service  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  no  fees  charged. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  ambulances  operating  in  the  area  are  controlled  from  the  Comity 
Council's  main  station  at  Hillcroft,  New  Street,  Lymington  (Tel:  Lymington 
2331)  and  all  requests  for  transport  should  be  made  to  the  Officer  in 
Charge  of  that  station. 

The  work  in  the  area  is  shared  between  the  main  Station  at  Lymington 
and  the  sub-stations  at  Totton  and  Fawley,  with  assistance  from  the 
adjoining  sub-stations  at  Ringwood,  Christchurch,  New  Milton  and  Romsey.

The  widow,  aged  77,  mentioned  in  my  Report  of  I960  was  given  continued 
assistance  from  the  Home-Help  Service  and  the  Welfare  Officer  throughout  the 
year.  However,  conditions  in  her  home  steadily  deteriorated  and  she  became 
a  danger  to  herself  and  a  source  of  nuisance  to  her  neighbours.  She  was 
removed  to  Part  III  accommodation  in  Andover  on  the  21st  November  where  she 
remained  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 


GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  population  of  the  area  continued  to  increase,  having  risen  by  an 
estimated  2,430  to  57,510. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  higher,  being  19.3  as  compared  with  19.0  in  I960. 

The  National  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.4*  The  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  was  16.2,  and  the  National  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 

21.4. 

The  number  of  deaths  (585)  was  8  more  than  I960,  the  Death  Rate  being 
10.2  and,  after  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor,  11.7.  The 
National  Rate  for  1961  was  12.0. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  again  been  at  a  low  level, 
except  that  1961  was  a  "Measles”  year  and  the  total  number  of  cases  notified 
was  1,203.  There  were  53  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified.  No  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  notified  within  the  District. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  : 

Further  extensions  of  the  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  water  mains 
have  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  parishes  of  Boldre,  Brockenburst, 
Beaulieu,  Dibden,  East  Boldre,  Eling,  Exbury,  Fawley,  Lyndhurst,  Netley 
Marsh  and  Sway. 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  two  Statutory  Undertakings, 
the  Southampton  Corporation  and  the  West  Hants  Water  Company,  the 
District  Council  (water  being  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Statutory  Under¬ 
takers)  and  two  private  Estates.  The  water  supplied  by  the  Southampton 
Corporation  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Tims bury,  Twyford 
and  Otterbourne  and  the  River  Itchen. 

9  # 

Softening  of  the  water  is  carried  out  by  means  of  the  "Lime  Process" 
and  sterilisation  by  "Chloramination" . 

The  water  supplied  by  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  comes  from 
two  sources,  the  first  being  the  River  Avon  at  Knapp  Mill  where  treatment 
consists  of  rapid  and  slow  sand  filtration,  followed  by  super  chlorination 
and  dechlorination.  The  other  source  is  a  well  in  the  chalk  at  Hale, 
where  the  only  treatment  necessary  is  chloramination. 

In  parts  of  the  District  outside  the  limits  of  supply  of  the  Statutory 
Undertakers,  i.e,  Emery  Down  and  the  parishes  of  Copythorne  and  Exbury,  the 
District  Council  have  provided  mains,  water  being  purchased  in  bulk  from  the 
Statutory  Undertakers.  However,  negotiations  are  in  hand  to  transfer  this 
remaining  portion  of  the  Council's  undertaking  to  the  Southampton  Corporation. 

In  the  village  of  Exbury,  a  piped  supply  in  the  houses  is  provided  by 
the  Exbury  Estate.  The  source  of  supply  is  from  a  deep  well,  some  300  ft. 
in  depth,  from  which  water  is  pumped  to  a  water  tower,  then  by  gravitation 
to  the  houses  and  School. 

The  Beaulieu  Village  also  has  a  piped  supply  in  the  houses  and  the 
School,  provided  by  the  Beaulieu  Estate.  In  addition,  a  supply  is  available 
from  the  mains  of  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company.  The  supply  is  gravitat¬ 
ional  from  an  ancient  spring  "The  Monks  Well",  situated  at  Hilltop. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation  is  subject  to  regular 
bacteriological  examination,  and  during  the  year  311  samples  were  taken,  all 
tut  4  complying  with  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  River  Avon  water  supplied  by  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  is 
analysed  bacteriologically  daily,  and  chemically  twice  weekly.  The  Hale 
source  is  analysed  bacteriologically  and  chemically  twice  weekly.  In  every 
case  the  bacteriological  examination  has  shown  the  water  to  be  of  Class  I 
standard,  and  the  chemical  analysis  has  shown  the  water  to  be  quite  normal 
and  fit  for  domestic  water  supply.  The  private  Estate  supplies  are  sampled 
by  the  Department.  No  waters  in  the  District  are  known  to  have  any  plumbo 
solvent  action,  and  there  were  no  known  cases  of  plumbism.  All  supplies 
have  been  constant  throughout  the  year.  The  following  Table  shows  the  par¬

Whilst  the  contract  for  the  modernisation  of  these  works  has  not  yet 
been  completed  (April  1962  being  the  expected  date  for  completion),  it  has 
been  possible  to  bring  into  operation  all  the  units  excepting  the  balancing 
and  storm  tanks©  There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  effluent  from 
these  works. 

Swav  Sewerage  Scheme  : 

This  scheme  was  commenced  in  1961  and  exceptionally  good  progress  has 
been  made,  the  Contractor  being  well  ahead  of  schedule©  90%  of  the  sewers 
have  been  laid  and  good  progress  made  in  the  construction  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works.  The  operational  date  for  this  scheme  will  depend  mainly 
upon  the  construction  of  the  pumping  stations,  but  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  scheme  should  be  available  for  use  67  September  1962©  Some  5f  miles 
of  sewer  are  involved. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  (Contd.) 

Sling  S.D.W.  Sludge  Digestion  Tanks  : 

Two  circular  cold-digestion  tanks  are  under  construction  at  this 
works.  The  tanks  should  be  ready  for  use  in  the  first  half  of  1962, 
and  this  should  relieve  the  position  regarding  the  storage  and  drying 
of  sludge  at  this  overloaded  works. 

Sling  Sewerage  -  Poternsford  Bridge  Scheme  : 

In  spite  of  unfavourable  conditions,  the  Contractor  has  made  good 
progress  on  the  construction  of  the  sewers  on  this  scheme,  which  was 
commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  1961.  The  pumping  station  is 
under  construction,  and  the  whole  scheme  should  be  available  for  use 
by  mid- 1962. 

Boldre  Sewerage  Scheme  : 

This  scheme  has  been  revised  owing  to  difficulty  in  obtaining  a 
suitable  site  for  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  full  details  of  the 
sewers  have  been  prepared. 

Testbourne  Estate  Sewerage  Scheme.  Sling  : 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared,  in  conjunction  with  the  developers  of 
the  Testbourne  Estate,  Tot ton,  to  provide  a  relief  sewer  and  pumping 
station  to  pump  part  of  the  Calmore  Road  flow  direct  to  the  disposal 
works  at  Ashurst  Bridge.  The  estate  developer  has  agreed  to  contrib¬ 
ute  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme,  but  Ministry  approval  has  not  yet 
been  obtained, 

Slowhill  Goose  Sewage  Works  Scheme  : 

Agreement  on  the  purchase  of  the  site  was  eventually  reached  during 
1961  and  the  site  has  now  been  cleared.  Detailed  design  is  now  proceed¬ 
ing  on  the  basis  of  providing  a  partial  treatment  works  for  30,000  popu¬ 
lation,  including  two-stage  cold  digestion  of  sludge,  the  design  will 
allow  for  extensions  for  a  further  30,000  population  ultimately  and  with 
room  for  secondary  treatment  and  sludge  heating. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  weekly  service  continues  to  operate  in  the  parishes  of  Lyndhurst, 
Brockenhurst,  filing,  Hythe,  Dibden  and  Fawley.  In  the  remaining  parishes 
it  is  a  fortnightly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  and  weekly  collection  of 
trade  refuse. 

Whilst  the  weekly  and  fortnightly  service  has  continued  to  be  main¬ 
tained  without  serious  breakdown,  the  continued  increase  in  the  population., 
added  to  the  labour  problem,  still  creates  some  difficulty.  There  have 
been  comparatively  few  complaints  of  non-collection,  and  this  still  speaks 
well  for  the  administration  and  the  manner  in  which  the  men  employed  carry 
out  their  difficult  and  trying  tasks,  particularly  in  the  face  of  the 
increas5.ng  road  and  traffic  congestion. 
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The  nature  of  refuse  as  compared  with  pre-war,  when  ash  and 
organic  matter  predominated,  has  changed  materially  and  now  consists 
in  the  main  of  bottles,  tins,  jars,  paper  and  cardboard 0  This  factor 
reflects  in  the  costs  of  disposal  in  that,  with  the  nature  of  the 
present  day  refuse,  more  covering  material  is  necessary  for  sealing 
purposes  for  producing  satisfactory  anaerobic  byolysis. 

Refuse  Disposal  : 

Unauthorised  dumping  on  all  disposal  sites  again  took  place  with¬ 
out  being  able  to  trace  the  offenders <, 

All  sites  were  test-baited  and  inspected  regularly  for  rats  and 
insect  pest  infestation,  and  all  were  found  generally  free  from  infest¬ 
ation.

Protective  clothing  is  still  being  issued,  which  includes  -  2  pair 
overalls,  1  pair  rubber  knee  boots,  protective  gloves  and  beret  annually, 
and  a  mackintosh  rainproof  in  alternate  years. 

All  refuse  vehicles  are  provided  with  washing  facilities  for  crews, 
and  clean  hand  towels  are  supplied  daily  under  contract  with  the  Initial 
Towel  Supply  Company, 

Transport  : 

During  the  year  1961  two  new  Dennis  side-loaders  were  purchased; 
they  were  delivered  in  the  last  week  of  December  and  will  come  into  oper¬ 
ation  on  the  1st  January  1962,  These  refuse  vehicles  are  to  replace  two 
which  are  beyond  economical  repair,  and  are  being  kept  for  spare  parts  for 
the  remaining  three  wagons  of  similar  design. 

In  I960  a  Fordson  Major  Tractor  Diesel  was  brought  into  operation  on 
the  Tips,  and  this  vehicle  was  operated  on  diesel  fuel.  Enquiries  were 
made  to  the  Customs  Sc  Excise  in  August  1961  when  authority  was  given  to 
use  gas  oil,  which  is  a  non-taxable  fuel,  and  the  Council  were  refunded 
the  tax  paid  on  the  fuel  used  from  November  I960  to  August  1961  to  the 
amount  of  £96,0so0d. 

The  fleet  is  now  made  up  of  six  refuse  collection  vehicles  with 
petrol  engines,  and  nine  with  diesel  engines.  The  Council 9 s  policy  of 
replacing  obsolete  petrol  vehicles  with  diesel  power  units  is,  without 
doubt,  the  right  one.

Salvage  and  Trade  Refuse  : 

There  were  103  Agreements  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  weight  of  materials  salvaged  and  disposed  of  amounted  to  3015- 
tons,  as  compared  with  2835-  tons  in  the  previous  year. 

Salvage  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  : 

The  Gross  Income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  amounted  to  £1, 073.9s. Id 
as  against  £1,059. 7s „6d  in  I960,  The  amount  for  distribution,  calculated 
on  the  tonnage  basis  of  the  Council  !s  Scheme  was  £715«13so0d  equivalent  to 
£18,7so0d  per  man  with  a  full  year's  service,  as  compared  with  £20o0so6d 
last  year, 

LITTER  : 

The  litter  baskets  provided  by  the  Council  are  emptied  as  often  as  is 
necessary  to  prevent  a  nuisance  arising.  This  is  far  from  an  easy  problem 
as,  in  some  cases,  the  baskets  concerned  have  to  be  emptied  every  day. 

The  Forestry  Commission  and  the  Highway  Authority  have  certain  litter 
receptacles  which  they  empty  themselves,  and  the  Council  grant  these  Author¬ 
ities  facilities  on  the  Refuse  Tips  under  their  control  for  the  disposal  of 
this  refuse. 


CESSPOOL  CLEANSING 

As  previously,  the  Council's  scheme  for  the  cleansing  of  certain  cess¬ 
pools  free  of  direct  cost,  was  supervised  and  administered  by  the  Department. 

The  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Limited,  Botley,  were  again 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  work  under  contract,  and  did  so  in  their 
usual  courteous  and  efficient  manner. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  very  few  complaints  were 
received,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  Contractors  have  great  difficulty  in  main¬ 
taining  their  man-power,  as  this  type  of  work  is  not  very  attractive.  In  a 
few  cases  there  were  complaints  that  the  schedule  of  emptying  was  not  kept  up- 
to-date,  but  this  was  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule. 

The  disposal  sites  were  the  same  as  those  used  during  the  previous  year. 
In  this  respect  the  Council  were  extremely  fortunate  in  having  two  fairly 
large  sites  which  can  be  used  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year.  The  Con¬ 
tractors  are  under  contract  to  disinfect  these  sites  from  time  to  time  to 
prevent  any  nuisance  arising,  and  this  work  is  normally  carried  out  without 
prior  request. 


Applications  for  cesspools  to  be  cleansed  at  premises  constructed 
during  the  year,  and  at  existing  premises  without  previous  service, 
totalled  120,  with  AO  being  new  constructions  and  80  where  drainage  of 
premises  had  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  2,760  premises  were  included  in  the  cess¬ 
pool  emptying  service  at  a  cost  of  £6,630  (1st  January  to  31st  December 
1961)  compared  with  £6,591  in  I960.  The  Contract  prices  varied  a 
little  from  those  in  I960,  and  were  as  follows

The  cleansing  of  cesspools  at  Council  Housing  Estates  was  again 
maintained  by  the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Limited,  but 
due  to  increased  wages  &e,  the  rate  was  raised  to  £lolso10d  for  every 
1,000  gallons  removed,  and  X0solld  for  incomplete  loads.  The  cost  of 
this  special  service  (1st  January  to  31st  December  1961)  was  £850  for 
831-^  loads  removed,  compared  with  £790  for  790^-  loads  removed  in  1960o

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MOVFABLE  DWELLINGS 


For  the  purpose  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
which  came  into  force  in  I960,  all  sites  in  the  District  upon  which  caravans 
were  stationed  were  surveyed. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  sites  found  and  surveyed 
with  two  or  more  caravans  were  32.  The  total  number  of  caravans  was  474?  of 
these,  439  (including  24  occupied  by  showmen  in  Winter  quarters)  were  used  for 
permanent  residential  purposes,  leaving  35  for  holiday  purposes.  A  number  of 
Applications  were  received  during  the  year,  and  the  following  Licences  issued  :

Four  sets  of  Conditions  were  approved,  based  on  the  Minis try  of  Housing  &

given.  These  allowed  for  the  following  circumstances 

(a)  Sites  with  a  permission  of  5  or  more  years,  or  permanent  :

The  unsatisfactory  results  which  were  obtained  were  accounted  for  by

Notices  were  served  on  the  persons  concerned  where  contraventions  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  were  established.  In  34  cases  required  work  was  carried 

out. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in  a  vast  majority  of  cases  there  was  excell¬ 
ent  co-operation  between  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the 
proprietors  of  the  premises  concerned,  most  of  whom  appreciated  the  fact  that 
Food  Hygiene  could  also  be  for  them  good  advertising.  It  is  hoped  during  the 
next  year  to  commence  a  more  regular  inspection  of  such  premises  now  that  most 
of  them  are  up  to  standard,  at  least  as  far  as  equipment  is  concerned.

S laughterhouses  : 

No  slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  the  District,  as  all  slaughtering 
facilities  for  the  District  are  provided  by  the  Wessex  Slaughterhouse 
Board  (of  which  the  Council  is  a  Constituent  Member.) 

Food  Control  : 

8  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  where  food  which  was 
either  unsound  or  contaminated  in  some  way  had  been  sold.  It  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  very  important  that  such  complaints  should  be  thoroughly 
investigated,  and  warning  letters  were  sent  in  every  case,  except  one 
when  the  Firm  concerned  was  prosecuted  for  the  sale  of  unsound  food. 

It  is  unfortunate  to  have  to  report  that  the  case  was  lost  on  a  tech¬ 
nicality  which  was  not  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Food  Adulteration  : 

The  Food  Adulteration  Sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  are

The  Tuberculin  Tested  samples  were  also  submitted  for  Guinea  Pig  Test 
to  discover  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  or  brucella  abortus;  all  were 
reported  as  being  negative. 

The  sale  of  milk  in  the  District,  other  than  pasteurised,  tuberculin 
tested  or  sterilised,  is  prohibited. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  Regulation  20  of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949. 

Three  contraventions  of  other  Sections  of  these  Regulations  were,  how¬ 
ever  reported,  each  of  which  was  thoroughly  investigated.  In  one  case  a 
Dairy  was  prosecuted  for  the  sale  of  milk  in  a  bottle  which  was  not  clean. 

The  case  was  found  to  be  proved  and  a  fine  was  imposed  on  the  Firm  concerned. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Smoke  Abatement  : 

There  were  31  observations  of  smoke  and  a  similar  number  of  visits  to 
Industrial  Undertakings  in  the  District,  In  particular,  one  Firm  in  the 
parish  of  Eling  was  responsible  for  the  emission  of  smoke  to  the  atmosphere 
on  a  considerable  number  of  occasions.  Such  emissions  were  well  in  excess 
of  that  laid  down  by  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  At  the  present  time  they 
have  a  temporary  exemption  due  to  the  nature  of  the  equipment,  but  this  will 
no  longer  apply  after  the  end  of  the  seven-year  period  ending  on  5th  July, 
1963.  In  the  meantime,  the  Firm  concerned  have  taken  steps  to  experiment 
with  different  types  of  plant,  and  are  fully  aware  of  their  responsibilities 
in  this  matter. 

Trouble  is  also  caused  by  the  nature  of  the  fuel  (wood  waste  in  this 
case),  the  quality  and  size  of  which  cannot  always  be  maintained.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  the  very  near  future  some  positive  conclusions  can  be  drawn 
from  the  experiments  and  that  we  shall  see  the  end  of  pollution  of  the  atmos¬ 
phere  in  this  area  by  dark  and  black  smoke. 

On  a  few  occasions  dark  and  black  smoke  was  emitted  from  the  Oil  Refinery 
at  Fawley,  and  the  Firm  were  immediately  notified  of  the  contravention.  It 
was  found  that  in  each  case  this  was  solely  due  to  either  some  failure  of  the 
furnace  or  of  apparatus  used  in  connection  with  it,  or  to  the  limiting  up  of 
the  furnace  which  was  cold.  In  every  case  all  practicable  steps  were  taken 
to  prevent  or  minimise  the  emission  of  smoke. 
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The  Department  is  solely  concerned  with  any  nuisance  caused  by  the  com¬ 
bustion  of  fuel,  as  the  other  processes  which  are  involved  in  the  refining  of 
oil  come  under  the  control  of  the  Alkali  Inspector, 

Dust  and  Obnoxious  Odours  § 

Complaints  were  received  of  dust  emission  from  a  plant  established  in 
the  parish  of  Eling  making  Tarmacadam.  At  the  close  of  the  year  insufficient 
evidence  had  been  obtained  as  to  whether  a  nuisance  was,  in  fact,  being 
created  or  whether  any  improvements  should  be  recommended  to  the  Managements 
Trouble  primarily  occurs  when  the  wind  is  in  a  certain  quarter,  but  the  matter 
will  be  further  investigated  and  any  necessary  steps  taken  to  prevent  a  dust 
nuisance . 

With  regard  to  odour  there  are,  generally  speaking,  two  main  premises 
where  obnoxious  odours  are  likely  to  be  emitted  into  the  atmosphere,  one  ©£ 
these  being  a  Tar  Distillery,  and  the  other  the  Oil  Refinery  previously 
mentioned.  During  both  of  these  pro-cesses  extremely  foul  smelling  gases  are 
produced,  and  it  is  possible  under  certain  atmospheric  conditions  and  on  the 
breakdown  of  plant  for  these  to  be-  a  nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
neighbourhood.  On  the  few  occasions  such  complaints  were  received,  they  were 
immediately  investigated.  Both  Firms  are  extremely  anxious  to  retain  cordial 
relations  with  people  living  in  the  vicinity  and  are  very  co-operative  with  the 
Department.  Otherwise,  the  best  practicable  means  are  taken  in  each  case  t© 
prevent  the  emission  of  foul  smelling  odours. 

Apart  from  any  action  which  could  be  taken  locally,  all  complaints  were 
also  notified  to  the  Alkali  Inspector  for  his  information  and  investigation. 

On  the  subject  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  generally,  it  is  very  pleasing  to 
put  on  record  the  excellent  relations  which  the  Department  have  with  the  Alkali 
Inspector  who  is  always  prepared  to  give  advice  on  any  pollution  problem  which 

is  not  necessarily  his  responsibility.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949  and  THE  PREVENTION 
OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  (THRESHING  &  DISMANTLING  OF  RICKS) 

REGULATIONS.  I960 

The  above  Acts  and  Regulations  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  In  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
Local  Authority  a  staff  of  two,  a  Rodent  Officer  and  an  operator,  are  kept 
fully  employed. 

The  "Block  Control"  system  is  carried  out  whenever  practicable  on  a  minor 
scale  only  owing  to  the  number  of  complaints  received  and  the  amount  of  work 
arising  therefrom.  A  great  deal  of  time  is  taken  up  in  inspection  of  bank, 
ditches  and  hedgerows,  which  are  the  cause  in  many  cases  of  property  besoming 
infested.  This  source  of  infestation  is  given  periodical  inspection. 

The  service  charge  for  Business  and  Agricultural  property  is  levied  at 
the  rate  of  7s. Od  per  hour 5  whilst  private  dwellings  are  treated  indirectly 
free,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  General  Rate  Fund.  ^ 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Contract  Service  in  the  early  part  of  1954- ,/ 
it  has  been  found  that  premises  under  contract  are  generally  free  from  either 
Rat  or  Mouse  infestation,  and  appreciative  remarks  -  particularly  from  Farmers  - 
have  been  received. 

Complaints  of  Rat  and/or  Mice  infestation  by  letter,  verbal  and  telephone 
continue  to  be  received  and  are  acknowledged  with  service  as  soon  as  possible. 
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’Warfarin1,  a  blood  anti-coagulant  synthetic  rodenticide,  continues 
to  be  the  poison  of  choice  and  remains  the  most  effective  available 0 
The  sustained  action  against  these  pests  and  the  evidence  gained 
indicates  that  the  rat  population  of  the  District  is  being  maintained 
at  a  reasonable  level. 

All  Council-owned  property,  including  Refuse  Disposal  Sites,  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  &c.  have  been  periodically  inspected  and  kept  free  of 
infestation  generally.
